Ottawa, Aug. 28.— The Walker match, 
which occupied tho attention of tho D.R.A. 
competitors this morning, is one for bat- 
talion teams only, there beiog no individual 
prizes except a cup presented by Hiram 
Walker & Sons, of Walkervillo, to be 
awarded for tho best scoro made by any 
mombor of the competing teams. It takes a 
groat scoro to win this cup, for tho very 
besb markemon of tho country aro called 
upon to make up tho toams, but a British 
Columbian proved equal to tho occasion to- 
day, a well compiled 90, out of tho 105 pos- 
sible, making Gunnor Henry C. Chamber- 
lin Che winner. He had 'JO and two shots 
to go, but tiniehod with two magpies, when 
ho might easily have tied last year's top 
scoro of OS. The cup does not have to be 
shot for more than once. In Che team com- 
petition, howover, the chief prize is the 
Walker ohallongo cup, to be fired for annu- 
ally. This was secured to-duy by the team 
of six men from tho Viotoria Rifles, Mont- 
real, who scored 524 cut of tho 030 poaaible. 
Tho toam sooring was lower than last year, 
when 539 won first and 528 tho Bixth and 
last prizo.

THIS YEAR'S CROP. 

Probability that Canadian Wheat Will Not 
Grade ''No. 1 Hard " OwlDg to the 
Abundance of llolsture. 

Toronto, Aug 28. — (Spocial)— Tho opin- 
ion is expressed by Government Inspeotor 
Gibb that a largo portion of tho whoat crop 
will not grade " No. 1 hard," but " No. 1 
Northern." This difference between the 
grading of tbia year's and laat year's wheat 
yield is accounted fur by the faot that dur- 
ing the proaont Beaaon an abundance of 
moisture prevailed, while last year thoro 
was more heat and less rain. Ho says it 
will not affocb tho pries, however, tho value 
of tho two grados being about the samo. Id 
Is believed there will be no change this year 
in tho regulations regarding tho inspection 
of grain, that U in tho matter of mixing and 
grading. Tho practice of mixing the grades, 
it is said at tho inland rovenuo department, 
prevails with regard to all grades of No. 1 
quality shipped from Duluth, the rival 
shipping port to Port Arthur, and it is 
felt that any stringent rules would operate 
to the prejudice of Port Arthur and would 
lossen the value of tho Manitoba wheat orop. 
A mooting of tho grain board for tho Boleo- 
tion of standard samples of this yoar's crop, 
Controller AVood nays, will bo hold in Win- 
nipeg about the 20th of Septomber. It may 
be, however, that owing to the very heavy 
crop throughout the West tho mooting will 
have to be convened at a later date. 



CANADIAN NEWS.

Locomotive Engineers. 

Montreal, Aug. 28.— Tho C.P.R. divis- 
ion of the Brotherhood of Looomotivo En- 
gineers is in aeaslon hore in biennial conven- 
tion. Over thirty doIegateB are in attend- 
ance, representing ovor 500 men from Hali- 
fax to Vanoouver. Aahe Kennedy, of Win- 
nipeg, presided, and the elootion of officers 
resulted as follows : " Chairman, Ashe 
Kennedy, Winnipeg ; vloo-chalrman, J. 
Soott, Toronto Junotion ; Becretary-treas- 
urer, Chas. Popo, Rat Portage. Tho con- 
vention will laat four days." 

Destructive Fire. 

Casselman, Aug. 28 —A fire hore yeater- 
day destroyed a oaw mill, about 2,000 oords 
of wood, a million feet of lumber and 1,000 
pleoea of timber. Tho loss is about $35,000, 
half covered by inauranoo. 

Ontario Store Cattle In Demand. 

Toronto, Aug. 28. — A Montreal agont is 
in Toronto negotiating for 1,000 bead of 
yearling and twoyoar-old cattlo for the 
Allen ranch in tho Northwest. This ex- 
periment may load to tho development of a 
largo and profitable trade botwoen Ontario 
and tho Northwest. 

Agricultural Hall Iturned. 

Galt, Aug. 28.— Tho agricultural hall in 
Dickson Park was burned yesterday. It la 
owned by tho South Waterloo Agricultural 
Eooioty, and is also used as an armory by 
tho Militia department. Loss about $40,000. 

Fntarflre at ilnntavtllc, 

Hdntsville, Aug. 2S — Tho barn of 
eorgo HutchiuB near this villago took fire 
from tho burning of a coal oil lantern. 
Hutcbins' aon and two boys went to tho 
barn to sleep, aud when the lantern was 
blown out it burst. Joyeo, 14 years, porish- 
ad in tho flimea, and Hutoh'.na' son was 
badly burned. 

Indications of Murder. 

Chatham, Aug. 28 —On July 9 last tho 
neighborhood of Morlin and Port Alma was 
thrown into astato of intonao oxoitoment by 
the discovory in a heap of ashes of somo hu- 
man remains, under circumstances strongly 
suggesting tho commission of a murder. 
From tho reault of Deteotivo John Murray's 
Inquiries and examinations, Murray is sat- 
isfied that tho man, whoever ho v:aB, hod 
beon done to death, porhapa to hido traooa 
ot another orlmo, and ho ia detorminod to 
probe tho myatery to tho bottom. 

SEALING PROHIBITION. 

Russian Naval Officers Invested by tho Brit- 
ish Government With Powers of Seiz- 
ure Within Certain Limits. 

London, Aug. 28 — Tho Gazatto yootor- 
day evening published tho following ordor- 
in-council : " From and after tho date of 
tho preBont ordor, and until Hor Majlsty in 
oounoil shall othorwlao diroot, the catching 
of BOala by Britiah ships ia horoby prohib- 
ited within suoh partB of thoso Boas whero 
tho eoal fiahorioa aot of Octobor, 1895, ap- 
plioB, as are comprised within tho following: 
Tho zono of ten marino mllos on all^Ruaaian 
ooasta, Boliring soa and North Pacific 
ocean ; a zono of 30 marino miloB round 
Kommandoraky islanda and Tulenew and 
Robbin islands." 

Tho powers granted to officers undor the 
fiahoriea act rotating to Britiah ships and 
their equipments, thoir orowa and cortifi 
oates, may bo exorcised by any commission- 
ed naval officer on full pay, or tho oaplain 
or other officer in oommand of any war ves- 
sol of tho Emporor of Russia, but subject to 
cortrln limitations and exceptions.

Tho Havana correspondent of tho Times 
tjlegraphB that Marshal Campos bus defin- 
itely deoided to fix his headquartora at 
Santa Clara. 

An explosion of a lamp in a church at 
Ribordono, Italy, sot fire to tho pilgrim 
shelter adjoining tho churoh, and oight par- 
sons were burned to death. 

A dispatch to tho Times from ShanghU 
says tho Kucheng inquiry haa been pro- 
ceeding 8inco Wednesday with all tho mom- 
bera of tho consular coinmiasion present. 
The dispatch adds that a Mohammedan re- 
bellion has broken out in the province of 
Kaneu, and ia spreading seriously. 

A dispatch to tho Standard from Berlin 
says the Voaslche Zeitung hears from Hono- 
lulu that should America deolino tho re- 
quest of tho deputation to Washington City 
to annex the islanda the Hawaliana will beg 
England, with America's assistance, to en- 
throne PrinoeBS Kaiulani. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Standard 
telegraphs that the news that France will 
join England and Amerioa in whatever 
steps may be necessary to stop tho massa- 
cres of foreigners in China has induced aomo 
German nowspapors to express tho hope 
that Germany will do llkowiae. Germany 
has a largo sqaadron in Chinese waters, 

Acoording to a dispatoh from Naples, 
there is no truth In the report that a formal 
and final sottlemont has b:en arrived at be- 
tween Princess Colonna, daughter of Mrs. 
John W. Maokay, and her husband Prince 
Colonna, on a basis of the former having the 
oustody of her children, and the latter re- 
ceiving an annual income of 50,000 francs. 
It is stated that the rolatlons whioh have 
existed between tho Princo and Princeas for 
some timo past are unohangod. 

Le Figaro this morning deolares that tho 
Waller affair la unimportant ; that Waller 
was only American consul through an acci- 
dent ; that he never did well, and hiB con- 
sular oolleagues, in addition to the natives, 
Bhnnned him. Le Figaro adiB : " Nothing 
soriouB can result from negotiations regard- 
ing his condemnation, for he is not worth 
the trouble. The Castine inoldent is more 
serious, but any formal complaint should! 
como from France and not from Amorlos, 
whioh Is entirely wrong, Moroover the 
American newspaper campaign in this con- 
nection is nothing bob an engine of election 
warfare, witboub importance for us, and 
aimed much more against President Cleve- 
land and Mr. Eustis." 

Vienna newspapers announce that the cot- 
ton firm of Staabandgnyer, of Cornlgliano, 
near Genoa, Italy, haa failed for over 1,000,- 
000 lire. 

There wbb a cloud burst yesterday even- 
ing in the diatriot of Sidi Aioh which caused 
enormous damage. An Arab village was 
dostroyed; 14 persons killed, and 16 seriously 
injured have been removed from the rnins. 



' ALASKA BOUNDARY. 

U. S. Declaratlonl'as to the Character and 
Objects of the Joint Surveys. 

Washington, Aag. 28 —An attempt has 
been made in some quartora to work np a. 
diplomatic controversy over the Alaska 
boundary survey betwoon tho United Staten 
and Groat Britain. The statue of the case 
now la that the boundary Is to bo settled by 
an agreement between tho two countries, 
after a Burvey has been made. Both coun- 
tries make an independent survey, bub 
thoso Burvoys do not aettlo the boundary, 
whioh will have to bo agreed upon by both 
countries at somo timo in tho future. Be- 
cause tho survey which Is now baing made 
by Great Britain inoludes oortaln territory 
whioh pooplo in AlaBka and Washington 
believe rightfully belongs to the United 
States, an impression has been created that 
the survey settles tho boundary and that 
the Cntted States should protest against it. 
Tho survey by the Unitnd States may be 
unBatiofactory to Groat Britain, as both 
survoys aro made independently ; they are 
preliminary to an international agrooment„ 
and until tho surveys aro completed, no- 
thing will bedono.

Vancouver, B. C, Aug. 28. — Keyaer 
Verboist who has beoa inviting offers from 
tho different cities as inducements for him 
to start a lineeod oil mill, has deoided to 
erect a mill near Mission. 

Captain Butler was buried yesterday 
afternoon nnder the auspioes of tho Masons, 
Odd Follows and Knights of Pythias. The 
obsequies were very impressive and the 
funeral largely attended. 

W. C. Peaoook, of Honolulu, is looking 
into the lnmber business here. He leaves 
by the noxt Australian steamer to inaugu- 
rate an extensive lumber business on tho 
Hawaiian Islands. 

Mr. MoGillivray who has the oontraot for 
clearing a right of way for a 13 mile exten- 
sion of tho Arrow Lake branch of the 
C.P.R., left for Kootonay to-day with 100 
men. Tho \ubor market was taxed to its 
ntmoBt to supply tho tneu required. Mr. 
MoGillivray says that thiDgB are 
very lively in tho Kootonay country. 
In the Trail Creek distriob 1,000 miners aro 
sinking shafts, and Rosalind has now 3,000 
population. Tho CP. R. are not leaving a 
atone unturnod to seouro the trade of Koot- 
onay for themselves and Canada. Tho 
C.P.R. branch from Trail Creek to Roaaland 
la boing surveyed, and should Trail Creek, 
na is fully oxpooted, have communication 
with the outside for the entire twelve 
months, it will make a big difference to that 
country and the provinoe. 

The Bteamor Capilano arrived from Alaaka 
yesterday. The voyage was uneventful. 
There was considerable distress amongst the 
laboring olasses at Juneau, bub all antioi 
pated better times. 

An inquest is to be hold inquiring into 
the cause of the doath of tho infant whoao 
body was found in a box in Central Park by 
soma ohildren a few daya ago. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, Aug. 28. — The Board 
of Roviaion, after adjusting mattera in con 
neotion with Judge Bole's decision regard 
Ing assessments has adjourned sine die. 

The oity clork ia to communioate with the 
provincial government reminding them of 
the promise of the legislature as to widen 
log the street near the provincial jail re 
serve. A long forgotten survey of the pro- 
posed improvements has, it seems, been 
brought to light. 

Hia Lordship tho Bishop and Mrs. Dart 
were welcomod by the parishioners of Holy 
Trinity last- night at St. Leonard's hall, 
which was beautifully decorated for the 
oooasion. Rev. A. Sheldriok read the 
address of welcome, after which Miss 
McColl sang " Light of tho Lane." 
The bishop said that he had seen enough 
during his short time in the province to con- 
vince him that his predecessor must have 
worked with a faithful spirit and with great 
energy to create so many ohuroh institu- 
tions. He urged those present to manifest 
an interest in diocesan affairs, and to take 
a catholic and extended viow of matters con- 
nected with the ohuroh. Whilst they re- 
membered their families, they must also re- 
member the parish and diocese, and the life 
wbioh is above and beyond them all. Re 
wished them to worship God on week days 
as well as on Sundays. He thankod them 
lor their great kindness to himself and wifo. 
He bad coma amongst them to live and die, 
and hoped that his sons, whilst they re- 
mained true Englishmen, would grow up to 
be true and loyal Cauadiana. 

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, Aug. 28. — On Monday morning 
while William Cheney, of Englishman's 
river, was at work on hia farm a big panthor 
sneaked up to tho houBO. The front door 
was open and the baby was playing in the 
poroh. When tho panthor was within a few 
yards of bh.i child, Mrs. Cheney came to the 
front of the house. To piok up her baby and 
look the door did not tako many seconds. 
From the window she could see the panther 
on the doorstep, and being unablo to load 
her husband's rifla, she had to awaib his 
return. Two hours lator Mr. Cheney came 
home, whp-. tho panther, hearing bis ap- 
proach, bolted into tho bush. Shortly after 
Mr. Cheney tracked the brute to its lair, 
and yesterday tho scalp wob presented to 
Marshal Bray for tho S7 50 bounty. 

Within the Inst few days there have been 
several dangorous buBh fires in the Nanaimo 
distriot and the fire department have boon 
compelled to turn out frequently to provent 
tho flames approaching the oity. On tho

passed on Monday tho fire was dangerously 
oloso to Knight's place. At Sack Belyoa's 
the bush Is all ablaze. 

Pawaon and Pimbury were 
crossing tho Bastion sbroot bridge yesterday 
afternoon they found it on fire. Furtun 
atoly it was easily extinguished, but with 
the prevailing high wind it would soon have 
made rapid progross. 

It is rumored that tho Toxada island iron 
mines are to bo oponod up again at an oarly 
date. 

Tho Nanaimo Indiana aro roturning from 
tho Fraaor river, whero they havo been on- 
gagod in salmon fishing. They havo plenty 
of money and will bo circulating it frooly 
during tho noxt fow days.

THE CITY MARKETS. 

Warm Weather Tends to Reduce Fruit Quota- 
tions— Oats Take Another Drop. 

Tho warm woathor of tho past three or 
four days has had a marked offeot upon the 
fruit market, which in conBcquonce Ib almost 
over stocked. Largo consignments of Chilli- 
wack fruits have boen coming in latoly, and 
are meeting with hottor Bale than any other 
variety. Ib is almost invariably chosen 
whon placed for salo alongside the Cali 
fornla product, whioh in previous years had 
been tho greatest In demand. This is on 
account of its cheapness, its attractiveness, 
and unsurpassed quality. The choapnar.s is 
particularly noticoublo in plums, which aro 
soiling at from 35 to 50 cents per box. Tho 
boxes aro noatly put up, and thoroforo add 
much to the value of the fruit. Local fruits 
have been coming in very plentifully, mak- 
ing the sale of California commodity still 
smaller. There Ib an extra large Btook of 
bananas in tho market, whioh has brought 
prices down to 15 and 25 cones per dozen. 
Apart from fruits there is little change in 
the general market. In flour the competl 
tlon among local saleemon continues with 
about tho usual aotivity, and oata, owing to 
the new crop cornice in have dropped $2 
per ton.

THE ARMY COLONY. 

Its Members Will Be Assisted by the Govern- 
mentlOnly as Individual Settlers— 
The Plan of Campaign. 

The Salvation Army land experts who as 
colonization commissioners recently visited 
the Northweab and British Columbia, com- 
ing as far as this city, are now on their way 
back to England, having passed through 
Ottawa last Friday. While in the Capital 
they had a second consultation with an 
officer of the Interior department, Mr. John 
S. Hall, in regard to the plans of Battlement. 
Regarding tbio conference a late Eastern 
.paper Bays ; 

" The delegates reported having visited 
several available diatriots in tbe Territories, 
but appeared to be more particularly pleas- 
ed with the Alberta country. It Ib under- 
stood that the Dominion government ia not 
offering tho Army any special inducements 
in regard to this aettlement scheme. It is 
nob the intention, so far as oan be learned, 
to depart from the established policy of 
making grai ts to individual settlers only. 
ThuB, while any settlers whom the Army 
peoplo'may induce to como out to Canada 
will bo given a free homestead each of 160 
acres, it is not likely tho paternal charaoter 
of the directors of the enterprise will be 
recognized in the tranaaotion. 

" Gen. Booth'a acheme, ib will be remem- 
bered, oontemplated a grant from the gov- 
ernment to the Salvation Army, or to him- 
self, aa its head, of 100,000 aores of land 
whereon to establish a Salvation Army 
colony. His idea was to settle upon this 
land in areaa suitable to their individual 
capacities for farming those graduates of 
the Army farm in England who might 
prove themaelvea likely to succeed In 
agricultural pursuits In the Canadian North- 
west. This scheme, it will be remembered, 
Gen. Booth propounded at a meeting with 
His Excellency the Governor General and 
members of the oabinet last winter. While 
no irnmodlato reply was given by tho gov- 
ernment, not long afterwards it was an- 
nounced that tho scheme, aa outlined by 
Gen. Booth, wou'd not be acceptable to the 
department of the interior. 

" Nothing daunted, however, Gen. Booth 
had hia delegates como nut to this country 
and look out for a auitablo location for his 
Army settlors. These, it is understood, 
will be selected from the more promising 
graduates of tho Army farm at homo. Thoy 
are reported to bo in no Benee a criminal class, 
being mainly persons whom misfortune over- 
took in their several callings in life, and 
who, by thoir honesty and industiy, havo 
proved themselves worthy nf tho help ex- 
tended to them by Gen. Booth'a organiza- 
tion. Such at least ia tho promiao made con- 
cerning them by tho directors of tho pros- 
ent colonization scheme. Should their 
character In this reBpcct bo what it is repre- 
sented by thoir sponsors, there ia no reason 
why they should nob mako good settlors. 
Tho duty of tho Army will bo to boo that 
they gob a fair start in thoir now homea."

And what has boon tho loss 
from the foreBt fires that have swept over 
difforent parts of Cariboo in past years? 1 
havo no hesitation in saying that it is sim- 
ply impossible at present to oalculato tho 
Iosb, because tho miners of to-day do not 
fool it as will thoso of a future time.

So far from being looked upon as eminently 
virtuous, be does nob geb oredib for the good 
qualities whioh he really doeB poaeoaa.

The local organ of tho Opposition being, 
we Buppose, ab a Iobb, for a subjeob during 
the dull season, treata ib readers to a 
icrood on the use made by Col. Prior of tho 
franking privilege. Ib does nob say that 
Col. Prior sends a greater number of parlia 
montary speeches and bluo books through 
the Posb Office than other membsrs. It does 
nob inform tho publio that the members of 
the Grit party have roformed in this re 
ipeob and have ceased to frank mail matter 
for themselves and their friends. Wo have 
» dim recollection of what hap- 
ponod when an attompt was made 
& few years ago to abite in some do- 
groo whab was bhen denominated tho frank- 
ing nuisance. After tho House had boon pro- 
rogued ib waa found thab a prominent mem- 
ber of the Grit party — and ho, too, ono of 
tho very boBb of the crowd — had in passage 
through the mails ' stacks ' of documents and 
packages that had been declared not frauk- 
ablo, and ho consequently had to pay a very 
considerable Bum in postage.

But ib acorns that tho habit of dotraotlou 
has booomo invotorato with our Grit con- 
temporaries and with tho Grit party 
generally. Thoy mako the same miatako 
thab many conBoriouB and ill-na;urod pooplo 
mako in prlvoto life. Thoy soom to think 
thab thoy, when thoy run down bhoir neigh- 
bors and rlvala, by aomo myBtoriouB process 
acquire the virtues whioh thoy Bay aro 
wanting in thoso whom they slander. Thoy 
•svldontly imagine, if thoy succeed in cctri 
Wooing those whom thoy addross that a 
certain person ia dishonosb and untruthful, 
ihat thoy will eomohow gain credit for 
being honest and truthful. Bub there could 
not be a greator delusion. They do not 
raise thomaolvoa whon thoy try to lower 
othora. On the contrary, tho porson who 
movor has a good word to Bay about anyone 
whoso intoreata ho imaginos aro 
uppoBod to hia own, ia Boon ro- 



AS IT IS IN CHINA. 

Julian Ralph, who is a shrewd obaervor, 
and who has visited China, does not make 
light of tho dangers to which tho missionary 
toChina is exposed. Ho hasobsorved that bho 
prejudloe againsb foroignors ontorbainod by 
the inhabitants of tho ports of tho country 
inland are very strong. The motives of tho 
missionaries are groaaly misundorstood, and 
the worst possible construotion is put upon 
aots whioh are nob only innooont, but praiao- 
worthy. Believing that the missionaries are 
aotuatod by motives that aro abomin- 
ably bad, it is nob surprising thab thoy are 
easily induced to resort to acts of violence- 
Mr. Ralph in Harper's Weekly says : 

It ia very eaBy to stir tho coolio clasB 
against the missionaries, partly becauso 
thoy aro foreigners, and largely booauBo of 
tholr practices. No intelligent foroigner waB 
ever in China an hour away from 
' ho troaty portB who did not realizs his 
dangor. A tourist hero is in moro danger 
than the correspondents wero who wont to 
the late war with the J apanese army. He 
cannot toll by what word or trifling action 
ho may soem lo treat the Chinose supersti- 
tions with contempt, and those aro so num- 
erous that no white man has ever learned a 
largo fraction of thorn. Therefore he is 
only safe when he Ib in his houseboat, and 
when that Is moving. Yet tho missionaries 
live in many oases far from tho treaty porta 
where troopB and the number of foreigners 
give proteotion. Moreovor, thoy zealously 
persist in extending their good offices to 
little ohildren, although they know, by aomo 
times fearful experience, how Btrangoly 
these kindly ministrations aro misinterpre- 
ted. I do not mean to criticlao ; only to 
make the present situation clear. 

The missionaries take in th 
little ohildren, oftenest girle who 
are abandoned by the very poor and the vory 
vloiouB ; they adopt those who are left in 
the streets to die, and those whoBe convert- 
ed parents aro willing thab they ahould 
bring them up and educate them. For 
those purposes they maintain asylums and 
finishing aohoola. It must happen that often 
their offices are too late and tho ohildren 
die. Now note what the Chinese Bay and 
spread abroad about this piouB and humane 
work. They aBBerb that beoauae we have 
blue eyea and they have black ones it fol- 
lows that the missionaries kill tho children 
to get medicines with whioh to change load 
into silver, and with which to fill tho black 
boxes of our oameraa in order that they may 
take pictures, for, thoy argue, if these ma 
chines had not eyes to see with, how could 
they take pictures. Similia gimilibus curan 
tin- Is a rule in their scant knowledge of 
medicine, and so they fanoy thab we want 
the hearts and livers and kldneya of tholr 
babies to mend our own with. They 
believe there iB great bravery in tho Chineso 
heart, for instanoo, and do not doubb that 
wo want it. A thousand such silly causes 
for fear and hatred of the missionaries are 
added to the ten thousand reasons they 
fanoy they have for fearing and hating all 
foreigners, and yet tho work of tho mission- 
ary foroes him to go into tho interior of 
China and hiB Christianity loads him to re 
member with all its force tho aoncorn that 
Jesus hid for little children. 

We have hero a sufEoiont explanation of 
the outbreaks of violenco againab Christian 
missionaries iu Chiiii who aro not only inno 
cont and harmloas, but who are sacrificing 
their lives, and all that, in tho estimation of 
moat people, makes life pleasant and worth 
living, to benefit and to olovato the people 
among whom thoy labor. But in tho esti 
mation of tho Chinese these missionaries aro 
nolther Innocent no»' harmless. They ore, 
on the contrary, ounning and cruel demons 
who aro continually on tho look out for 
opportunities to kidnap their childran in or- 
der that they may kill them ard uso their 
bodios for thoir own wicked and "solfish pur 
poBes. Ib is no wonder tint In placos whoro 
euch suspicions aa those havo takon hold of 
tho minds of tho populaco thoy Bomotimes 
turn against the missionaries and do thorn 
all tho harm in thoir power. 



the eatiafaotlon of tho oounaol for the de- 
fence would be certainly rejected by the 
proseoution. Ib is, therefore, very difficult 
Indeed to nee how a juryman under euch cir- 
cumstances could bo chosen at all. 

Wo find thab twenty talesmen, in f icb all 
that were called during that sitting of the 
court, wero either excused or rejected. 
Every .nan who admitted that he had 
formoda fixed opinion was excused. Severol 
werorijeoted beoause thoy said that they 
would nob convlot on oircumstuntial evi- 
dence. Ono talesman went so far aa to say 
when he was asked tho question: — " Do 
you mean to say thab if tho evidence intro- 
duced at this trial satisfied you beyond a 
reasonable doubb of the defendant's guilt, 
you would not oonvict ?" — " No, I don't 
bhlnk I would." Taleemon who de 
clarcd that they did nob beliovo in 
capital pnnishment wero rejected. Bub by 
far the greater number were " excuBed " be- 
oiuse they had " formed an opinion." No 
one who reads the prooeedinga will be Bur 
prised to learn that of the :i,G0O names 
which wero put into tho jury box all but 
00 were exhausted. "Should," Bays tho 
report, " the 200 jurors then summoned 
prove insufficient to completo tho panol it 
will then bo necessary to summons citizen! 
by special venire, calling thorn from all 
quarters of tho olty." It is not at all likely 
that tho threo jurora nooossary to complete 
the panel can bo obtuinod out of tho 'JOO 
names loft iu the box. Ib took 3,400 to get 
nine jurymon ; over 1,100 will havo to be 
Bummoned in order to gob tho throo jury 
men needed. 1Mb Durrant trial bidB fair 
to bo indeed a cause ctlehre. 



SINGULAR PROCEEDINGS. 

A porusal of tho roports of tho proceed- 
ings in tho now notorious Durrant case 
ahowB clearly why it ia that it hoB takon 
five weeks to choose part of a jury to try 
tho prisonor. Evory intelligent man knows 
thab the testimony of an accused man In hiB 
own case is to bo regardod with distrust, 
and tho moro serious tho orimo of which ho 
Is acoused tho moro careful a jury Hhould bo 
in seeing that his ovldenco is corroborated 
both by circumstances and tho testimony of 
disinterested persons. Yob ono of tho first 
questions which a talesman la askod la : 

" Would tho faot that a chargo llko thla 
ponding against defendant dotracb in your 
mind from his reliability as a witness ?" 

Tho prompt answer of any man fib to sit 
in a jury box would bo: "Certainly it 
would." If tho taleaman woro auoh a fool 
as to answer in tho negatlvo tho counsel for 
tho defonoo was allowed to put the following 
quoation : 

" Then if ho Bhould toatify in hia own bo- 
half you would award his toatlmony tho 
samo weight that you would to any othor " 
(witness). Tho man who waa idiotic enough 
to answer the first question in the nogativo 
would, to be oonslatenb, glvo an affirmative 
answor to ^tho eooond, and thus provo be- 
yond oontrovoray that ho waa not fit to bo a 
juryman in that case or In any other, Tho 
taleaman who anawered thoso questions to

Here 
upon a recent visit— tho season bolng that 
for preserving pluma and green gagea — wore 
to be seen on entering, somo thirty girls 
oloaning and pieking quantities of thia fruit, 
which us fait as the orates were opened was 
taken out and handled in tho most tffeo- 
tivo and expeditious manner. It was 
at occe transferred to large brass kettles — 
everything being eorupuloudy oloan — and 
boiled. Tho proserve Is then wheolod off on 
trolley e into an adjoining room and omptiod 
into pails or glussos, which, having been 
cooled, aro nailed up in oasoB or orates and 
shipped away. Five carloads of preserves 
havo already been sant to Winnipeg and 
large quantities to tho Kootenay oountry, 
Carib io and other parts of tho provinao. 
Recently inquiries for these gooda have 
beon recoiled from China, Honolulu and 
Australia. Tho output of tho establishment 
is about fifteen tons of jam per weok, to pro- 
duce whioh, in addition to tho staff 
of thirty girls already mentioned, 
Bomo ten or fifteen men are 
omployed undor tho diroction of Mr. VV. E. 
Prico, who haa a European reputation for 
tho excollonco of his output. Largo quanti- 
ties of strawborries, raspberries, blackber- 
ries, goosebnrrios and currants have already 
boon prooervod — all of provincial growth. 
A department recently entered upon is that 
of preparing and candying lemon, citron and 
orango peel, tho raw material for which haB 
boon purchased in Sicily by Tumor, Booton 
it Co., and laid down hero. Tho trade have 
Bhown thoir appreciation of this ontorpriso 
by so fur purchasing ovor twelvo tons of 
peel, und inquiries as to quotations uro still 
coming in. Tho manufacture of diflor- 
ont descriptions of candy was bo- 
gun in December lasb, and tho sales 
havo largely exceeded expectations. 
Ovor fifty different patterns of swootios aro 
produced, bub the good old fashionod Butter 
Sootah is still tho groab favorite. All tho 
machlnory used in this oxtensivo concern is 
of the most modern description, being simi- 
lar to that employed by Crosse k Blackwell 
and the loading English and Sootoh housos. 
The packages and boxes aro all purchased in 
tbo oity, whilo over 30,000 pails have boen 
ordered from Vanoouver. Tho Managing 
Direotor, Mr. S. M. Okell, statos that the 
proapecta of the business ore bettor than 
over.

Long Branch and Asbury Pork have 
never that I know of laid claim tn great 
distinction in the way of fashionable at- 
tire, yet thin season one may seo some 
very handsome toilets, somo of them the 
culmination of this season's output and 
vomo of them tho advance guards of 
what is to bo this coming autumn, 
though tho difference lies more in hints 
than actualities. One wealthy young 
lady had a cream white sorgo with full 
paquin skirt, lined stiffly, but un-

trimmed. The waist was snug and 
tight, opening iu front over a lilac silk 
vest front, this being covered on the 
bust by a plastron of rich batter colored 
lace, with four rosettes of lilac si lk mus- 
lin, one at each corner. Thero was a 
full stock collar of this. Thero were 
very stiff bretolles of serge. Tho sleeves 
were double pull's, ending at tho elbow 
with a en ft' of laco over lilac silk. Tho 
ribbon bolt was slightly draped and had 
looped bows on each side. This by no 
means completed this quaint costume, 
for thero was a white india cashmere 
long shawl, with a deep knotted fringe. 
This was to bo thrown around tho neck 
if necessary, but really intended to hang 
gracefully over the arm. Tho hat was a 
rico straw, with scalloped braids, and 
the brim was bent into two sharp dents 
on tho right side and dipped down in 
front nearly to tho eyebrows. 

Thoro was an upright bow of white 
ribbon and a bunch of shaded violets. 
Tho gloves were white, and the parasol 
of irideseeufc silk, combining green and 
violet. The whole costume was striking 
and had an indefinable suggestion of a 
coming change about it. Perhaps it was 
the tipped hat, perhaps tho manner tho 
hair was arranged, but thoso and tho 
scarf made up some of tho coming ovents 
whoso shadows are east before. 

Gathered and plaited skirts aro seen 
daily as a mute protest against tho se- 
verity of tho paquin and godet skirts.

£ arent." There was a gown of this worn 
q.t Long Branch. Tho color was a soft 
dead loaf shade, with dark green broken 
diagonal stripes, and over it all a vague 
design in old rose, like some loaf. The 
skirt was gored, but gathered a little at 
tho waist. Around the bottom thero was 
a double niching of silk muslin tho 
same shade as tho dross, with embroid- 
ered edge in old rose. Tho back of tho 
waist was of tho barege, and tho front 
gathered in a blouse vest of oldroso silk 
crape. Tho stock is of this, and tho vest 
is bordered with a niching similar tn 
that on the skirt. The sleoves end at tho 
elbow, and thero is a brown ribbon 
sash. Tho fancy sunshade carries out 
tho scheme of color perfectly. Tho large 
hat is covered with bows of dark brown 
ribbon, dark tea roses and foliage. 

Another striking costume seen on the 
promenade iu tho same place was of sil- 
ver gray alpaca. The skirt lay iu box 
plaits around the bottom and was slight- 
ly ."athored at the waist. Thoro was a 
stiff bolt covered witli alpaca. Down 
each sido of the front was laid a piece 
of white lace insertion, which ended 
under a reset to of very palo rose chiffon. 
Tho waist was laid in a blouso, with 
wido laco inserts, and finished on tho 
shouldors with chiffon rosottes. Thocol-

lar was a series of chiffon rosottes. Tho 
sleoves were draped puffs, with tight 
mauohes. Tho pearl gloves had a quill- 
ing of palo pink silk around the tops, 
ending with fancy bows. Tho parasol 
was of gray silk, with scarlet blossoms 
sewed along tho upper odge, while it 
was lined with pale pink chiffon ruffles. 
Tho flat gray, rough straw hat was 
massed full of pale pink silk muslin 
quilling. Tho young lady wore whito 
shoos. There was a quostiou among 
those who saw her as to the right and 



wrong of the whito shoes, but if she 
was suited why should others complain ? 
Thoro aro plenty of children at Long 
Branch, too, though Asbury Park ap- 
pears to get tlio larger share of them. 
The most uf them aro sensibly dressed 
and turned out to play in tho sua or on 
the beach. During play hours they wear 
comfortable little serge and flannel 
suits, but late in the afternoon tho 
small girls are dressed iu white, with 
laces, ribbons and embroidery, "until 
you can't rest," as one child put it. 
Tho crinkled cottons and fancy ging- 
hams aro very pretty. One dainty little 
frock of palo bluo and whito crinkle 
had a plain, full gathered skirt, with a 
full yoko waist.

The mother of the little wearor of 
this frock appeared in a carriage gown 
of dark blue foulard twilled silk. Down 
the right side was one long end of light 
bluo moire ribbon, with a narrow dark 
row placed down tho center. This came 
from a large fancy bow of tho darker 
ribbon, and thero was anothor similar 
end falling directly in front. Ovor this 
tho lady wore a small capo of tho fou- 
lard covered with plaited black silk 
muslin.

There was a lovely young girl in a 
pink organdie, with sprays of maiden- 
hair fern scattered over it. At the bot- 
tom was a little bias flounce, the upper 
edge having a row of buttor colored 
Valenciennes The waist was gathered 
full in blouso fashion and held by a belt 
of green and white striped wire gauze 
ribbon. The collar was made of that 
also, with a double bow in tho back. 
There was a wido pointed yoko collar 
of hemstitched batiste and Valenciennes 
insertion and lace. Two points of this, 
with three rows of gathered laco, formed 
a collar at tho back. Tho sleoves were 
low puffs and had very dainty batiste 
and lace cuffs turned back at the wrists. 

I am told that, th" popularity of tho 
fancy lace and lino muslin collars and 
lingerie will extend far into tho winter, 
and these elegant and dainty trifles will 
bo worn over the thickest gowns. 

Flounces and shirred puffs ending in 
flounces will bo worn on many skirts, 
particularly those intended for dress oc- 
casions. Ribbon is destined to occupy a 
large place in the fall and winter cos- 
tumes fur indoors. The latest are the 
chameleon effects, and they are shown 
in all possible color combinations,' Tho 
Dresden striped and figured ribbons aro 
being shown as wide as 13 and 14 
inches for sashes. Tho chene figures 
are produced for sashes as heretofore, 
but also in narrower widths, so that it 
can bo used on waists. Epaulets, choux, 
bretelles and harnesses, as woll us bows 
and loops of every kind, aro made up to 
be sold in sets. Few persons can make 
really stylish bows, and it is an econ- 
omy of time and patience to bo ablo to 
purchase one's ribbon sots all ready to 
pin on. Given plenty of ribbon and lace, 
any lady can look dainty.

A FLOWERPOT COVER. 

Something to Conceal "the Rough, Red 
Flowerpot, .Sweeter Thau Sin." 

Many persons dislike tho appearanco 
of tho "rough, red flowerpot, sweeter 
than sin," in which plants are usually 
placed, but as china jardinieres, beside 
being less wholesome for tho majority 
of plants, are not always within reach

it is convenient to know one or two in- 
geuius devices for covering the ordinary 
pot. 

Where a large number of plants are 
employed for special decoration lamp- 
shades of fluted paper aro placed over 
the coarse earthenware, or Japanese pa- 
per napkins are pinned about it in some 
fanciful fashion. I'm- window plants, 
however, something more durable is re- 
quired, and pretty covers may be made 
of pasteboard cut, fan shaped to fit the 
put and fastened together in funnel 
form, with manuscript clamps. The 
right size and shape may be ascertained 
by holding a piece of paper smoothly 
around the pot ami creasing the line 
where t hi' edges come. Before tho paste- 
board is fastened together it may be 
covered with china silk, paper or other 
material, the edge of which must be 
neatly turned over on the inside and 
pasted down. 

If it is desired, the covers may be 
made of heavy water color paper, wdiile 
or tinted, and decorated witli a painted 
design. S. P.

A Russian philosopher, Professor 
Sarkschevitch, has jest demonstrated in 
Tho Voprosy Pilosofyo the dofiuito su- 
periority of man over animals and of 
woman over man.

Cnro of Gowns. 

In no way cau economy be better 
shown than in the care of one's clothes. 
To buy a- gown, to expend caro and 
thought upon its construction, is not 
till. It must bo kept fresh, its graceful 
liues preserved and its shape unaltered. 
When a bodice is taken off, it should bo 
hung by tho loops at tho arniholes on 
two hooks in tho wardrobe. Tho skirts 
of walking dressesshould bo shaken and 
then wiped around tho bottom with a 
Qampened towel as soon as thoy aro 
taken off. They also should bo hung on 
two hooks, some distance apart, and no 
dust allowed to lurk in tho folds. 

Evening bodices should bo carefully 
folded and laid away iu a drawor. If 
thero aro trimmings of loops of ribbon, 
a little pad should bo put in each loop. 
Ehe skirts of summer gowns, when of 
soft or transparent materials, should 
novor bo hung up. They should bo care- 
fully folded, tho creases smoothed out 
by tho hand and laid upon a broad shelf 
or in a drawer. Thoy become hopelessly 
limp and stringy if allowed to haug. 
Tho skirts of gingham and lawn gowns 
should bo frequently pressed off, when 
thoy will look as woll as now. Many a 
gown of gingham and percale has been 
sent to a laundress when it needed noth- 
ing inoro than ironing to be as fresh as 
over. Washing spoi Is most summer 
gowns, and a careful woman will wear 
a gingham for at least two seasons with- 
out impairing its freshness. — Vogue.

There is not a working girl in this 
country who cannot conquer success, not 
ono who cannot earn a good living, lay 
up money, and iu timo got a cornpe- 
toncy. Sho has only to mako up her 
mind that sho will do this and thou 
stick to it. 

It is a hopeful sign that tho colored 
women of tho United States have or- 
ganized a society of their own, the Na- 
tional Federation of Afro-American 
Women. Tho colored women of this 
country work harder and rnoro steadily 
than colored men do, and thoy do not 
get the recognition thoy should from 
thoir whito sisters.

A Strong; nnd Iuexpenitlvo Artlole That 
May ISo Made at Homo. 

Portfolios which uro both satisfactory 
in appearance and strong aro not easily 
to bo found iu shops and are rather ex- 
pensive -when they aro found. A serv- 
iceable) portfolio may bo mado at homo 
with the aid of plenty of good paste, a 
large brush to apply it and a sharp pen- 
knife. The beauty of the article of 
oourso depends upon the covering 
chosen for it, which may bo heavy lin- 
en, denim, canvas or chamois, ombroid-

ered or otherwise decorated. Tho other 
materials for the portfolio consist of 
two pieces of heavy strawboard the re- 
quired si/.e and paper for lining. The 
covering should bo in ono piece sufli- 
ciently large fur tho boards to bo laid 
side by side upon it, with a space of 
two inches intervening for tho hinge 
and an inch to spare all around tho edge 
for lapping over. One side of each 
board is thoroughly covered with paste, 
and the boards are laid upon tho cover- 
ing as described, Tho paste next to the 
goods. A strip of the material ,'! inches 
wido and tho exact length of the boards 
is then pasted along tho hinge space, 
lapping en the boards one-half inch on 
each side. The projecting edge of the 
covering is then folded overall tho way 
around and pasted down, and the entire 
articlo placed under a heavy pressure to 
dry. A line of machine stitching is then 
run along each side of the doublo thick- 
ness of cloth which forms tho hinge, 
closo to the bnard, to prevent it from 
separating from tho cover when it is 
handled. Slits one-half inch in length 
are cut through the beards near tho 
edge, through which tho tapes or rib- 
bons used to fasten tho portfolio aro 
drawn'from tho outside, tho inside end 
being pasted down flat. The slit must 
be cut with the point of a very sharp 
knife, beginning on the outside. A lin- 
ing of heavy paper is pasted on tho iu- 
side of each board, concealing tho turned 
in edges of cover and the ends of tape, 
and tho portfolio is again placod under 
pressure until it is completely dry.

USES OF STOCK. 

A Highly Nutritious and Economical Food 
J'roduct. 

The housekeeper w ho neglects to have 
"stock" on hand all or nearly all tho 
time is impoverishing hor table more 
than sho will realize until she has tried 
tho experiment and has, moreover, tried 
the many various uses ti> which it may 
bo put. The name is a little difficult to 
understand in this connection, except- 
ing by remembering that it seems to bo 
applied to all sorts of things for which 
it is difficult to find a better name, but 
the thing itself is simple and yet scien- 
tific, highly nutritious, delicious and 
valuable. 

Beof is the staple. With the beef you 
may combine veal or the bones of roast 
fowls, if any are cm hand. Pork or mut- 
ton must not Ijo used. The best cut of 
beef to uso is tho ' '.st icking piece, ' ' which 
is also about the cheapest. This holds 
more of tho juices of the meat than any 
other, as it is a part of tho neck, and 
the carcass is hung head downward to 
drain. A few raw beof bones make a 
good addition, because of tho fibrin 
they yield. 

Placo the meat and boues iu a stono 
pot or one of agate waro. An iron pot 
will not do. Cover well with plain wa- 
ter, or, if you havo it, water that a 
fowl has been boilod In. Put nothing 
else in. Salting it at first will toughen 
tho meat and weaken tho stock. Do not 
under any circumstances boil tho water. 
Lot tho meat simmer for 10, 12 or 11 
hours, the pot being tightly covorod, to 
prevent loss by evaporation, Skim care- 
fully and frequently. 

About two hours before taking it off 
tie togother tho vegetables you want to 
uso for flavoring and put thorn into the 
pot. If they cook more than two hours, 
they will injure the stock. When it is 
nearly done, salt it to tasto. Remove 
tho bones, meat and vogutablos, now 
useless, and strain carefully. Put the 
liquid in a stono .pot. If tho same one 
is used, wash it and cool it, first. Let 
the stock cool thoroughly, and then 
placo it on the ice. It will become a 
thick jelly, readily soluble in hot water. 

So dissolved it is perfect consomme 
soup. With additions it becomes almost 
any soup desired. But, as was said, it 
is oxtromoly valuable in many dishes 
besides soup, both on account of its 
flavor and of its richness. 

It is particularly good to give strength 
and flavor to all or nearly all gravies 
and such sauces as aro not of tho may- 
onnaise order. It enriches minced meats 
in all the various forms in which they 
aro used to tempt the palate. It adds a 
flavor to lobsters or crabs when they .ire 
served in salads or deviled. It is indis- 
pensable in mailing a tlrsl class potato 
salad. Tho potatoes are to hi- soaked in 
it, while yet warm, before they are 
sliced, and it is a distinct and valuable 
addition to all chow dors and to sauces 
for boiled fish, excepting, as said, those 
having i > i 1 l or a basis. 

Perhaps its daintiest nso, and the one 
least appreciated because least practiced, 
is in the making of stuffing for roast 
fowls and meat. D. A. CCRTIS.

Spiced currants are very nice to oat 
with moat, especially lamb and beof. 
To 7 pounds of fruit put S pounds of 
sugar, a teaspoonful of cinnamon, 1 ot 
cloves, 1 of allspice, and pnppor if do- 
sirod. Cook for half an bc-crr, stirring 
often ouough to prevent burning, and 
; imt up in self sealing cans.

The "Eleanor" to be Docked To-day— 
Cuartiup; the Victoria Harbor 
Approaches. 



Farewell to the "Queen"— The 
"Maude" Returns From the 
West Coast. 



Tho graceful Bteam yacht Eleanor, with 
Mr. \Y. A. Slater, her owner, and party 
aboard, returned from the picturesque north- 
land yeaterday, having brokon the run down 
from Alaska with frequent atops at tho moat 
notable points in tho British Columbia coast 
wonderland, and also with a viait to Van- 
couver. Tho ofiicors of the yucht cannot 
givo any clue to tho origin of tho rumor cur- 
rent here, a week or ten days ago, and which 
they hoard of for the first timo on arrival at 
the Terminal City, that aho had como to 
grief near Glaoier bay ; thero was absolutely 
no foundation for the report, and its origin 
must remain s myatery. Tho Eleanor's 
party will now remain long enough in Vio- 
toria to become thoroughly acquainted with 
the city and all its points of interest, aB at 
about noon to-day their floating palace will 
bo drawn out of tho wator and oa She 
Etquimalt marino railway, where aho will 
bo scraped and paintod. She ia expeoted to 
remain on the blooka a day and a half or 
two days, which will give Victorians ample 
opportunity to inspect her out of wator and 
udmiro hor very graceful linos. 

THE CHARTS REVISED.

MISSING PREV0ST. 

Was He Seen Aboard the Str. " King- 
ston " on Friday Evening 
Last ? 

It Will Take Some Time Yet to 
Straighten Out the Tangled 
Accounts. 



J. C. Provost haa not yet been found nor 
baa any deOnite information been obtained 
aa to bis whereabouts. It is, however, ar- 
gued that he did not leave on the Warrimoo 
for Australia, and that he was soon in town 
ofter hor departure on Friday. The Warri- 
moo Bailed beforo six o'olook, and at half- 
past seven Mr. Frevost waB, it ia Baid, 
03 bootd of the ateamer City of 
Kingston oa she lay at her wharf 
preparing to leave for the Sound. Ho 
waa also notieed half an hour before that 
walking down Yates street past the Poodle 
Dog restaurant by on acquaintance, to whom 
he nodded and Bmiled aa ho went by. 
Whether he aailed on the Kingston for the 
Sound has not yet beon learned, however. It 
wonld apparently seem that he did 
not, for two people claim to have 
met him on Sunday. On that 
morning a lady living on Kingston 
street was, she soys, at the window of her 
residonoe about seven o'clock when she 
noticed Mr. Prevost dressed rather more 
stylishly than was his habit wolking olong 
tho street towards town. Tho lady 
ia quite certain that she waa 
not mistaken, and hor story ia 
further borne out by Mr, Beaumont Bogge, 
who is fairly euro that at 11 o'clock on Sun- 
day foronoon he saw Mr. Prevoat on Store 
street near the E, & N. station. 

Supt. HuBBoy has in the meantime wired 
to oil points along the Coast, and if tho 
missing man huo gone south he is likely to 
be heard from. Tho Btrange part of it is, 
however, that a man so well known 
aa Mr. Prevost could have got 

away on ...any steamer^ and yet 

eaoaped tho notice of the people aboard or 
on the wharves.

10 a theory that he may havo possibly takon 
hia own life in his despcrato strait. To a 
friond ho ia reported to have aaid, whilo 
Bpoaking of hia difficulties, that tho only 
thing left for him, he feared, ,wob 
suicide or llight. All kinds ; of 
rumors aa to tho missing man's 
whoroabouta aro abroad, but nearly 

011 of them traced to their aourcos havo 
provod without cny real foundation.
